The mine was operated 

and reported from 1941 through 1944, when it is listed as not 

operating; no information was noted that indicated why the mine was 

listed as not operating in 1944. The mine again was operated and 

reported continuously from 1945 through 1965. No listings were noted 

for the mine following 1965; it is not known if the mine ceased 

operations at about this time, if the mine was operated and not 

reported, or if the mine was operated and reported under some other 

name following 1965.

It should be noted that no information was noted that indicated 

definitely that the Sawyer Fuels Inc. mine was the Miller Mine 
before 1954 and after 1956; however, Allen Klaudt was superintendent of 
both mines, the Miller Mine is not listed as closed in 1954, the Sawyer 
Fuels Inc. mine is not listed as new in 1955 or closed in 1956, and 
the Miller Mine is not listed as new in 1957. Therefore, it has been 

assumed that both mine names refer to the same mine. 

Brant (1953) indicates that this mine was located at T152N, R82W, 

Section 11; however, no part section is provided.
